water and feeds them. Although a 
very stupid creature, the alligator in 
some parts of South America knows 
that it can produce heat by putting 
damp leaves and other vegetable mat- 
ter together. A sort of fermentation 
is produced in this way, and the inside 
of the heap of leaves will become very 
warm. And this knowledge enables 
it to hatch its eggs. 

There is one respect in which the 
crocodile has the advantage of you, 
He never has the toothache. This is 
not because he does not eat candy, but 
because he never keeps his teeth long 
enough for any ache to catch them. 
His teeth are shaped like a cone, or 
sugar-loaf, with the part that sets in 
the jaw hollow. In this hollow place 
anew tooth is always growing, ready 
be used as soon as the old one falls out. 
A dentist would have a very poor busi- 
pess among ‘crocodiles. 

Crocodiles usually live on fish and 
buch other animals as are found on or 
under the water; but when driven by 
hvnger they will attack any creature 
that comes near them. "ee 

In one case a party of hunters had 
camped out and built a fire to cook 
their supper.

As 
he was as frightened as the hunters, 
he made no attempt to revenge him- 
self, but scuttled off as fast as he 
could, leaving the hunters staring at 
each other in astonishment. 

There is one result of this habit 
which is most singular. While the al- 
ligator is buried in the mud, seeds will 
sometimes fall on his back and sprout 
and take root there, obtaining a firm 
hold in the creases between the small 
plates that form the skin of the back. 
The growth of vegetation is very rapid 
in these warm countries, and conse- 
quently it will come about that the 
shrubs and plants will become thick 
and high. 

By-and-by when the warm weather 
comes and the rivers fill up, the alliga- 
tor, still very stupid, will rouse himself 
and go to the water, on the surface of 
which he will float for a long time be- 
fore seeking food. Then it is that 
birds will settle upon these strange 
islands and pick up the worms and 
insects that have, unluckily for them- 
selves, gone there to live.

He 
is either a biter or a kicker, and is sure 
to be vicious 1n otber respects, and, be 
ing naturally vicious, can never be 
trained to do anything well, and so a 
horse with a rounding nose, tapering 
forehead, and a broad, full face below 
the eyes is always treacherous and not 
to be depended on. Avoid the long- 
legged, stilted animal—always choos- 
ing one with a short, straight back and 
rump, withers high and shoulders slop- 
ing, well set back, and with a good 
depth of chest, fore -legs short, hind 
legs straight, with low down hock, 
short pastern joints, and around mul 
ish-shaped foot.

In going down the Yellowstone and 


acros: the vast region lying between 
Glendive and Mandan, writes a corre- 


spondent, one is struck with the evi- 


dent scarcity of game. This famous 
region, where, two or three years ago, 
herds of buffalo, antelope and deer 
were to be sean on every side, is now 
to all appearance stiipped of its game. 
For the entire distance from Living- 
ston to Mandan I only saw two or 
three small bands of antelope, and not 
a sign of adeer or buffalo. The fact 
is the slaughter of buffa'o and deer 
has been immense for the past two 
years, and particularly of the former. 
It is estimated that during the past 
winter there have been a_ thou- 
sand hunters engage| in the business 
of slaughtering buffalo along the line 
of the Northern Pacific between Man- 
dan and Living ton. An eagle-eyed 
hunter got aboard of the train at Glen- 
dive, and he gave me the following in- 
teresting details as t» the modus 
operandi in slaughtering herds of 
buffalo. In the first place the expe- 
rienced hunter uses the Sharp rifle, 
40-90 caliber. With this he can kill at 
1,000 yards. When he sees a herd of 


buffalo he usually slips up to within 
convenient range, from 30) to 500) 
yards, and always selects a cow for his | 
first victim. He does this for the 
reason that the cow is followed by 
both her yearling and two year-old 
calves, and they will usually stand by 
her to the last. But under no circum- 
stances will the experienced hunter kill 
his buffalo outright. If he does the 
herd will stampede at once. The 
policy is to wound fatally, but so that 
the animal will dash around in acircle 
before falling. This it always does, 
where mortally wounded, and after a 
few moments lies down. 

The remainder of the herd are not 
alarmed at this, but continue to graze, 
or look on, dazel spectators of the 


tragedy being eva‘ted. After his first 
shot the hunter pauses until quict is 
restored, and agan fires at another 
cow, with similar result He always 
aims to put his ball just behind the. 
fore shoulder, which will cause death | 
in five minutes at farthest. When the 
cows have all been slain he then turns 
his attention to th: calves, and lastly 
to the bulls. The experieneosd hunter 
generally bags th: entire herd unless 
he is $9 unfortunate as to drop his game 
immediately, when a'l the survivors 
stampede at once. The buffalo does 
not scare at the cra kof a gun. He 
has decidedly more courage than d's- 
cretion. It is only when the crack is 
followed by an immed ate fall that he 
realizes its deadly nature end takes 
alarm. The policy of kill ng the cows 
first and then te calves has resulted 
in the almost utter extinet on of the 
female buffalo. Herds of melancholy 
bulls can still occasionally be seen, 
sometimes in bands of twenty or thirty, 
and oftén w thout asnele cow. 

The buf al> bull, after he passes his 
fourth year, loves his atiree iveness to 
the opposte sex, and tle aversion 
seem; to be mutual. Gathering about 
him his bachelor frienls of equal age, 
he sullenly retires nto the wilderne s, 
and forever after avo ds the female 
members of the herd, who mate with 
younger bul’s. As I have said, the 
bulls are about a1 that are now left of 
the buffalo. They large y owe their 
safety tothe fact thit ther hides are 
Jess valu.b'e than tho e «f the cows, 
while at the sau:e time they are far 
more difficult to kil’. Tie hide of the 
bul! is on'y worth to the hunter from 
$1.80 to $2, while that of the cow 
brings $3.25, and that of the two-year- 
old calf is worth from $1 to $1.50. But 
of late there has sprung up qu tea de- 
mand throughout the ka t for the head 
of the buffal» bull. The well-preserved 
head of an aged bu'l, decked out with 
giass eyes and ho: ns int it, will read ly 
sell for $25 in the East tn murket:

A CURIOUS RECORD. 
Notable Fires, Fieods, Calamities and Other 

Happenings iu the Werld’s History. 

Among soméof the more conspic- 
uous happen ngs in the centuries that 
are gone, whic: have entailed hardship 
and affliction in. unusual measure, or 
which have been of an otherwise ex- 
ceptional character, is the following: 

In the year 25 the amphitheatre at 
Fridonia fell in and killed 5,900 per- 
sons. The ruins of it now remain at 
Castel Gimbelio. 

Princ2 William, eldest son of Henry 
I. of England, with two of his sisters 
and 180 of the nobility, were ship- 
wrecked and drowned in 1120. 

A fire consumed a barn at Burwell, 
England, 1727, in which 160 persons 
lost their live:. 

The roof of the church at Fearn, 
Scotland, fell in during service, Octo- 
ber 19, 1742, and kiiled sixty persons. 

The Victory, man-of-war, was lost 
at sea in October, 1774, and 300 gen- 
tlemen’s sons were lost with it, beside 
the crew. 

A scaffo'd, for spectators to see Lord 
Lovat beheaded in 1747, fell down and 
killed a large number of people, maim- 
ing nearly all the rest who were pres- 
ent. 

The Prince George, sloop-of-war, 
burnt off Lisbon, 175%, and of her 
crew perished, : 

On April 21, 1770, at the fireworks 
exhibitel at Paris, in honor of the 
dauphin’s marriage, the passages be- 
came blocked by an immense crowd of 
people, when a panic occurred, and the 
terrified spectators trampled one 
another until they lay dead in heaps. 
The scaffold ere ted over the river 
broke down and precipitated 1,000 
persons tc the water, where they were 
drowned. 

Four hundred persons were burned 
to dcath in the theatre at Saragosa, 
Spain, December, 1778. 

Six hundred people were killed in 
the church at Bourbon-les bains, 
France, by a vault under the floor giv- 
ing way, Septemb’r 14, 1778. 

In February. 1779, while receiving 
the benediction at the consecration of 


the structure fell and killed 700 per- 
sons. 

On June 28, 1782, the Royal George, 
man-of-war, capsized at Portsmouth | 
and drowned Admiral Kempenfelt, the 
entire crew, with 100 women and 
Jews who were on board. 

Five hundred people were killed at 
Montpelier, France, in a booth where 
Se was being performed, in July, 


Sixty houses, including a tavern full 
of company, were blown up at London, | 
opposite Barking church, in Tower 
street, by the explosion of some barrels 
of gunpowder at a ship chandler’s near 
by. A child was found safely landed 
on the leads of the church. This hap- 
pened in 1649. 

Three thousand people were killed 
py an explosion in Gravelines, Eng- 

and, in 1654. 

In Dublin, in 1693, 100 men were 
blown up by the explosion of a maga- 
zine containing 218 barrels of powder. 

One thousand houses were destroyed 
in Bremen by the explosion of powder 
in September, 1739. <A large number 
of citizens were killed. 

In Trichinopoli, India, 1772, a 
magazine caught fire and exploded 
blowing 300 persons to atoms and) 
shaking the foundations of the city. 

Chamberry, in Sardinia, had an ex- 
plosion in 1873 that destroyed a large | 
part of the city. | 

An explosion in Abbeville, France, 
in November, 1773, caused a damage 
of 472,917 livres, killed 150 people and 
destroyed 100 houses. 

Brescia, Italy, was nearly demolishe1 
by an explosion, August 28, 1779, 

A play-house in Bury, England, fell 
down during a performance and buried 
the audience in its ruins, July 1, 1787. 

Seventy-two thousand pounds of 
powder and 600 bomb-shells blew up. 
at Corfu, March 11, 1789, and killed 
200 men. 

The country of Palestine was in- 
fested with swarms of locusts that 
darkened the sky, in 406; after de- 
vouring everything green, they died 
and caused a pestilential fever, .which 
swept away thousands of pe»ple. 

In the month of August, 873, such | 
a prodigious swarm of locusts settled 
upon France that in one night every 
green thing vanished from the land, 
even to the bark of young trees. They 
soon died and caused a plague to ray- 
age the country. 

A prodigious swarm of snakes 
formed themselves into two bands on 
a plain near Tourney, in Flanders, in 
1059. They fought with great fury 
uatil one band was almost destroyed, 
when the peasants attacked the rest 
with clubs and fire and exterminated 
them. | 

At Oxenhall, England, in 1179, the 
earth suddenly rose to an eminence re- 
sembling a mountain, remaining so 
many hours; it then sank in as sudden-, 
ly with a deafening and terrific roar, 
leaving a deep chasm. 

The Gulen fiver in Norway buried 
itself underground in 1544, but seon 
after burst out and destroyed 300 per- 
sons, with several churches, houses, 


On a Saturday evening, February 
17, 1571, Marcley hill, near Hereford, 
England, began to move from the base; 
it continued in motion until the subse- 
quent Monday; carried along with it 
trees, hedges and cattle; it overthrew 
a church, demolished everything in its 
path, and at last settled intoa mount 
forty feet high, leaving a chasm forty 
feet deep in its path. In 1586 a sim- 
ilar phenomenon happened in Dorset- 
shire, England. A field of three acres, 
with trers, fences and cattle, moved 
from Blackmoor to Hearn and settled 
there. 

In 1618 the town of Pleurs, Italy, 
was buried by a slice of the Alps fall- 
ing, and 2,200 people were killed A 
town near by was buried in like man- 
ner in the thirteenth century. 

An unaccountable darkness—no 
eclipse—at noonday, settled over Eng- 
land, January 12, 1679, so that no one 
could see to read. 

A country seat in Norway sunk into 
an abyss, 300 feet deep, in 1702, and 
the spot was instantly covered with 
water, drowning fourteen persons and 
250 head of cattle. - 

A body of light appeared in the 
northeast on March 6, 715, which 
formed several pillars of flame, and 
lasted until 3 o'clock the subse- 
quent morning; it alarmed the people 
who saw it terribly, as they thought 
the end of the world was come. 

A flash of lightning penetratel a 
theatre at Venice in August, 1769; | 


and including lowa, Missouri, Kansas 


600 people were in the house, several 
of whom were killed; it put out the 
candles, melted a lady’s gold watch 
case, and all the jewels which were 
composition only; the real diamonds 
were split merely by the bolt. 

In December, 1971, Solway Moss, 
near Scotland, ten miles from Carlisle, 
began to swell, owing to heavy rains, 
anc over 400 acres of it rose tog height 
above the level of the ground around 
it. Jt then rolled forward like a tor- 
rent, and continued so over a mile, 
sweeping everything beforeit. It then 
divided into islands of various extent, 
from one to ten fcetdeep. Hares,wild 
fuwl and various wild animals were 
found on it. It covered 600 acres at 
Netherby, and while moving, during 
the time from Saturday until Wednes- 
day, it destroyed thirty small villages 
m its path. 

One Thomas Parr, of Shropshire, 
England, was, in his one hundred and 
sixtieth year, brought to London by 
the Earl of Arundel. He was in perfect 
health, but the change of air and diet 
killedhim. He died in 1665. 

Henry Jenkins, of Yorkshire, died in 
1670, aged 169. 


Tornado 5. 

A tornado is engendered by the meet- 
ing of two currents of air of different 
temperatures and moving from op- 
posite, or at least from different, direc- 
tions. The meeting of the air currents 
give the rotary motion to the resultant 
wind storm, and the cooling of the 
warm current produces the clouds and 
precipitation of moisture, and these, 
together with ths rapid whirling of 
the air around a center, develop the 
startling electrical manifestations 
which are incidental to these storms 
and constitute a very large element in 
their destructive agency. Tornadoes 
are almost invariably developed in the 
southwest quadrant of an area of 
low barometric pressure. In almost 
all cases, previous to the inception of 
any given tornado the wind has been 
found blowing from a southerly quarter 
—s uth of the c2ntral area of the lowest 
aerial pressure, and also from a north- 
erly quarter—north of the same central 
area of low pressure, for a period of 
from five days to two weeks. In the 
vast “area of frequency’’ comprising 
the great basin west of the Mississippi, 


and Nebraska, these conditions may 
prevail: until the thermometric range 
on opposite sides—north and south of 
the central area—frequently reaches 
fifty degrees. With this north and 
south thermal belt of high contrasts is 
joined an immense range of country 
containing nothing t» oppose the free 
sweep of air currents, and the un- 
hindered disturbance of atmospheric 
equilibrium due to the contact of the 
southeastern return trade winds from 
the ejuatorial regions with the north- 
western winds from polar regions, 
results in an enormous tornado center 
in theStates mentioned In this center 
arise the May and June tornadoes 
which have become a source of constant 
terror to the people of this region. 
There are two other ‘areas of 
frequency” in the United States—New 
York and Georgia. The first is due to 
a similar contact of the warm winds 
of the great lakes met and opposed by 
the cold northerly winds of the Canadas. 
From this center sprang the Walling- 
ford (Copn.) tornado of August 9, 187s, 
in which the contras‘s of temperature 
ranged from thirty to sixty degrees. 
The Atlantic, or Georgian, center is 
due, of course, to the formation of a 
similar thermal belt of high contrasts, 
occasioned by the warm, moist gulf 
winds sweeping over the heated plains 
of Georgia and Alabama, and then com- 
ing in contact with the cool winds of 
the Appalachian mountain system. 
Here are born the great wind storms 
and cyclones that sweep northward 
along the Alleghenies and wreck 
destruction on the cities and shipping 
of the Atlantic coast ot the United 
States.—New York Evening Post.

A London letter says: From a re 
cent parliamentary return, it appears 
that there are fifteen royal palaces for 
which taxpayers of Britain haye to 
provide. Of these, however, only one, 
namely, Windsor, can really be said to 
be inhabited. When the queen is not 
there she resides either at Osborne or 
Balmoral, which are both her private 
property. palace, that 
huge piie of buildings in Hyde k, 
which cost her $2,000,000 to build, ig 
only used for a few days at atime for 
drawing-room concerts and other court 
gatherings. It is not inhabited by 
any of the royal princes, for whom 
special rsdences are provided at 
the public cost, in addition to their 
allowance of £25,000 a year. This 
year £8,000 has been expended in keep- 
ing up Windsor, £2, on that anti- 
quated and perfectly useless old struc- 
ture known as St. James’ pa'ace, and 
nearly £1,000 on the stables of Hamp- 
ton Court palace. But beside these 
extra allowances, the country is also 
asked to pay £5,000 for the kitchen 
garden at Windsor, £150 for paving 
the royal cow-house, and £125 for the 
Prince of Wales’ gas bill. Then there 
is a salary to a functionary known as 
the “royal rat-catcher,” and another 
to the “assistant keeper of the privy 
purse.” 


Wanted Windows. 


Mr. Bright's appalling statement as 
to the number of families in Glasgow, 
living in only one room apiece, is 
capped by the statistics of overcrowd- 
ing in French cities, given by M. Na 
daud, in support of his bill dealing 
with unhealthy tenements. According 
to M. Nadaud there are 219,270 houses 
in France without any window what- 
ever, and to which light and air are 
admitted, when admitted at all, only 
through the door, or a hole in the door, 
whick-has to be stopped in wet or cold 
weatlier. Allowing five people to a 
family, more than 1,000,000 persons 
altogether must be housed in this exe-4 
crable fashion. In Paris, although 
60,000 tenements have been dealt with 
in the last thirty years under the act 
of 1850, there are still between three 
and four thousand families living in 
singie rooms w.thout means of warm- 
ing, and between twoand three thou- 
sand in single rooms with no aperture 
for light and air—cupboards in fact. 
Between twenty-five and thirty thou- 
sand habitations consist of a single 
room only. “This side of the social 
question,” says the report from which 
these statistics are drawn, “has to be 
faced before all others ’’—a conclusion 
which is gradually forcing itgelf on 
the minds of men in other countries 
beside France—Pall Mall @asctte,

Origin of Chess, 

Chess is such an ancient game that 
its origin is unknown, Many of the 
most learned Oriental scholars have 
written upon the subject, appealing to 
history and philology to support their 
theories. It has been ascribed to a 
Chinese mandarin by the name of Han- 
Sing, who, it is said, invented it as an 
amusement for his soldiers when in 
winter quarters, about 174 B.C. They 
call it “ the play of the scienc: of war.” 
Sir William Jones, the great Sanscrit 
scholar, claimed that Hindoo traditions, 
the names of the pieces, and other 
particulars indicate that chess was 
in India in the earliest times. 

e writes that a learned Brahmin as- 
sured him that it was mentioned in 
several of the oldest books of India, 
where it was declared that it was in- 
vented by the wife of one of the most 
ancient kings of Ceylon to amuse that 
monarch while Rama was besieging 
his metropolis. This, by their 
reckoning, was 2,000 to 3,000 years 
before the commencement of our era. 
On the other hand, several later scholars 
of Sanscrit think it was invented in 
India by Buddhists some time between 
the third and ninth centuries, A. D., a 
theory inconsistent with the unwarlike 
nature of Buddhism and the fact that 
the Hindoo name of the game, “ cha‘u- 
ranga,” is a military name, signifying 
the game of armies, corresponding with 
the Chinese name for chess, given 
above. Others have ascribed this 
game to the Baylonians, Persians, 
Scythians, Egyptians, Jews, Greeks, or 
Romans, according to their several 
theories, but the weight of evidence is 
in favor of its being ef Iplian or 
Chinese origin, and this is now the 
generally acc-pted belief.
